A. It is ordered that the Judge Executive enter into a Sub-Recipient
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Agreement with Lifeline Recovery Center for the amount of $10,000.00
per year for four (4) years. This agreement establishes compliance with
the order for Opioid Fund Disbursement passed during the May 22, 2023
called meeting of the McCracken County Fiscal Court.

Camera Systems. Axon is considered the sole source for compatibility of
technology with the existing systems. It is further ordered that the
Treasurer is authorized to issue purchase orders and pay invoices related
to the contract.

It is ordered that the Judge Executive is authorized to execute a contract
with Axon for the Sheriff's Office as approved in Budget Ordinance 2023-
10. Said contract in the amount of $237,631.20 provides for Body Camera
Systems. Axon is considered the sole source for compatibility of
technology with the existing systems. It is further ordered that the
Treasurer is authorized to issue purchase orders and pay invoices related
to the contract.
